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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration and allowance in view of the foregoing amendment and the 
following remarks are respectfully requested. 

At the outset, it is respectfully noted that there are certain inconsistencies in the 
Examiner's Action. In t his regard, the Examiner has indicated that claim 13, which 
refers to the easily deformable resilient material, is allowable. Claim 13 is substantially 
identical to claim 5, so claim 5 should have been indicated allowable as well. 
Furthermore, claim 14 depends from claim 13 and therefore should not have been 
rejected over the prior art in view of the indicated allowability of claim 13. Also, on 
page 2 of the Examiner has stated "the film would anticipate the use of low resilience 
foamed material in order to aid the forming of the material shape". It is believed and 
understood that this statement was carried over in error from the Examiner's prior 
Office Action because it is inconsistent with the Examiner's indicated allowability of 
claim 13. Shortly after the Examiner's Action was received, the undersigned contacted 
the Examiner by telephone regarding the above-noted inconsistencies in the Office 
Action. At that time the Examiner confirmed that the allowability of claim 13 is correct. 

Claim 1 has been amended above to incorporate the limitations of dependent 
claim 5 which are understood to be allowable, as noted above. Furthermore, 
independent claim 10 has been amended to incorporate the allowability limitations of 
dependent claim 13. In view of the amendments presented above, it is respectfully 
submitted that claims 1-4, 6-12 and 14-19 should ail now be allowed. 

Claims 1-10, 12, and 14-15 [sic 1-4, 6-10, 12 and 15] were rejected under 35 
USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Sugiyama. Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection. However, as noted above, claims 1 and 10 have been amended to 
incorporate the allowable limitations of dependent claims 5 and 13, respectively, so that 
the Examiner's rejection has been mooted. 
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Claim 11 was rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sugiyama in view of Simon. Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. However, as 
noted above, the Examiner's prior art rejection has been mooted by the amendment to 
claim 10 presented above. 

Claims 16-19 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sugiyama in view of Miyakawa. Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 
However, this rejection has also been mooted by the amendments presented above. 

Applicant notes with appreciation the Examiner's indication that claim 13 contains 
allowable subject matter. As noted above, original claim 5, which is substantially 
identical to claim 13, is understood to be allowable as well.
